When ready to kill, th e bird should b*' 
ning ii[» by the f e e t : holding tin* bird 
in one hand a sharp, narrow-bladed 
knife is used to sever the* veins in the 
throat by making a sm all cut inside 
the mouth en the right side of the 
t h r o a t a t the base of the skull. 
After 
m aking this cut and bleeding begins, 
th e knife is th ru st up through the 
groove in the roof of the mouth and 
into the b ra in at the back p a rt of the 
Skull.
